lican newspaper for four years and
left this work as unceremoniously as
he did the railway office. Going into

debt, ho sat down, wrote a bill of
f sale to the foreman of the job

1" partment and head. compositor,
f handed it over to them and walked

out of the office, which he has never
slnco seen.

Loading his effects, including a
largo family, onto a train and pub-tin-

a horse and three cows into the
car with his furniture, the educator
came to Ogden. This was in 1890

and, early the following year, believ-
ing the field to ho ripe for the estab-

lishment of a commercial school ana
encouraged in the belief by tho pioneer
merchant Fred J. Klesel and others,
he established the Inter-Mounta-

Eusiness collego.
Tho growth of this school, now the

Smithsonian college, is "well known
in the west, as students have been
drawn from nearly every state west
of the Mississippi river, as many as
olght states being represented on Its
rollF in a single year. The first class
of the Inter-Mountai- n college was corn-nose- d

of seven students and the
school was conducted in a second
floor room of tho building now oc-

cupied by the Boylo Furniture com-

pany, at that time occupied by the
W. IT. Wright & Sons' company. It
was continued in that location for
six years, the enrollment growing un-

til the class in 1896 numbered 120
pupils. At that time, Professor
Smith also conducted a summer nor-

mal school, which had an" enrollment
of about fifty students, among them
being some of the best known educa-
tors of Weber county.

In 1897, the business of the W. H.
Wright & Sons company having ex-

panded until , tho company required
the use of the rooms In which the
school was located, tho college was
moved to the second floor of the Og-

den Furniture & Carpet company
building, which had been fitted up for
the Y. M. C. A., but which could not
be kept up by thnt organization.

This home was used for two years
and then the expansion of tho Ogden
Furniture & Carpet company's busi-

ness made another move necessary.
The school was then taken to the sec-

ond floor of the Mercer building on
Twenty-fourt- h street, now the home

inhnr unions, tho entire
floor was utilized for class rooms and
the Inter-Mountai- n Business college
prospered in this location for six
years.

Professor Smith, having acquired
property on Twenty-fourt- h street near
Grant avenue, in tho years that had
passed since coming to Ogden, he
built in 1905 the Smithsonian college

at the rear of College Court, his
home. Last year, this institution
housed 297 students and for several
years the average enrollment has

.been nearly three hundred, with a fac-

ulty of eight teachers.
During the early years of his school

work, Professor Smith "burned tho
midnight oil," until he secured a life
professional certificate to teach in
any schSol in tho state of Nebraska.
He then took up a literary and nor-

mal course, which he pursued for four
years, taklug a diploma In 1888. La-

ter he was granted the degree of
M. S. from the I. W. TJ. of Iowa and
an A, M. from the C. U. of Iowa. Thir-
ty years ago, he was for four years
secretary of the State Board of Edu-
cational Councils of . Nebraska, and
conducted the first successful county
normal institute held in that state.
In connection with this work, he
wrote an article on ,The Normal
School" and read it before the State
Superintendents and State Teachers'
conventions. This was published In
pamphlet form and became the
groundwork of the county normal
school work. Through It, tho Ogden
man gained the title of "Tho Father
of the Normal County Institute Work"
In Nebraska, by which he is still
known to the educators in that state.

Though Professor Smith has lived
in Ogden twenty-si- x years, he has
never boasted of his scholarship and
no one outside of his school rooms
Knew of his achievements In the field
of education and tho envied reputa-
tion of the Smithsonian college has
been builded solely on the merits of
the work done in the institution.

During his time of residence fh Og-

den, the educator has not confined
his activities solely to his commer-
cial school but has tempered that
work with service to the local congre-
gation of the First Baptist church,
of which he has been a leading mem-
ber and officer. Due to his well-know- n

spirit of optimism, Illustrated by his
motto as former president of the
Smithsonian college, "I have no trou-
bles, tell me yours," he is enable to
lay down his mantle of teacher, still
in vigor and expectant of passing
many more years In the city where,
as he said this morning, he found his
life's work and greatest pleasure.

FAVOR A TICKET

Salt Lake, Aug. 1. Utah Progres-
sive leaders decided last night to
send a telegram to the Progressive
conference in Indianapolis favoring
tho filling of the vacancy at the head
of the Progressive national ticket.

pects for an alliance on state and
county tickets with the Democrats.
What look place at the latest confer-
ence, held yesterday, of the unofficial
conference committees of Progres-
sives and Democrats was reported.
No agreement has yet been reached
by theCunofflcIal conferees.

Reports that the Progressives
might have a woman candidate for
the state senate to proffer to the
coalition ticket came yesterday from
Denver. It was announced that Mrs.
Lily C. Wolstenholme, Progressive
member of the house of representa-tlv- s

in the last legislature, would be
a candidate this year for nomination
to the upper branch of the legisla-
ture.

ARE C0M1 BACK

Salt Lake, Aug. 1. Twenty-tw- o

men of the Utah battery who were
unable to pass the rigid physical re-
quirements of the United States army
havo been sent homo from Nogales
One of them said last night that there
wasn't one of the number that did not
want to stay with the guardsmen on
duty at the border, but that so strict
are (ho government tests that tho
slightest disability disqualifies one
from service.

A letter written by an officer to Ad-

jutant General E. A. Wedgwood says
that 200 horses arrived on Saturday
for the cavalry and that tho troops
on the border are in tho best of phys-
ical condition. Tho only thing needed
on the border is more men, the officer
concludes.

Lieutenants Foster, King and Can-
non will make a recruiting trip to
Davis county this week to arouse in-

terest in that section. On account of
letters sent to prominent men in the
county it is expected that the re-
sponse will be very favorable.

Up to tho present tlmo but thlrty-thre- o

families have asked for assist-
ance because of tho absence at the
border of their providers. The com-

mittee in charge has cared for twenty-e-

ight families in Salt Lake City
and for five more in the county. No
assistance has been asked of the Rot-tar- y

club committee from points out-

side of Salt Lake county.
More than $6000 has been raised

by tho committee for immediate re-

lief, with assurances of a fund of
$26,000 if tho need Bhould arise for
that amount P. J. Moran, chairman
of the committee, said yesterday that
provision would be made for every
family deprived of support by reason
of sorvlce of the provider on tho bor-

der with tho national guard. Ho has
asked that families of guardsmen
who aro in want communicato with
tho committee.

Twelve recrultB for the Idaho and
Montana regiments havo been sent
south within tho past few days and

Tho letter telling of conditions at
Nogales, received last night by Gen-era- l

Wedgwood, follows:
"In reply to your letter of tho 21st,

might say a few words as to condi-
tions in our new camp. I don't think
I can say anything but good, for
things aro running along smoothly.
We found climate and general condi-
tions better than wo expected; it
rains nearly every day, but we don't
havo mud, nnd tho rains aro just
enough to cool the atmosphere. Our
camp site Is ideal and the men are
well cared for; the cots and extra
blankets that aro issued to them aro
certainly fine. We have good shower
baths at tho end of our street and
the men aro given ample time to
wash their clothing and keep them-
selves clean. Our moss is run better
than we could hope to have It run;
my mess sergeant tells mo today, that
it 13 impossible to consume the ra-
tion allowance. Have already depos-
ited $80.80 ration savings' from July
9th and have tho savings for last bIx
days of July yet to draw.

"This, with the officer board of
$45.00 (three company officers nt
$16.00 each), will give us a nlco start
for tho first month on government
rations. It Is also having its effect
on the command. Tho men aro feel-
ing fine, are in good spirits and will-
ing to work. We have noJiorses yet,
but don't need them; plenty to loarn
dismounted. However, there will be
200 head in Nogales tomorrow, July
29 th.

"All we need, general, is more
men, and wo want them soon. Hope
the young men of TJtah will respond."

DEMOGMTS REET

FOB COIEKE

Salt Lake, Aug. l. For sevoral
hours last night tho Democratic state
executive comraitteo mulled over
plans for the state nominating con- -
vention at Ogden August 18, without

mentioning any candidates for the
nominations.

Tho committeo gathered to hear
tho draft of a tentative state platform
to be submitted to 'the convention by
way of suggestion. This draft had
been prepared by live of tho mom-bor- a,

and provoked much discussion.
It will come up again at another
meeting of the committee August 10,
when tho temporary officers of the
convention will bo nominated.

The committee had thought to at-
tend to this matter last night, but the
discussion over tho platform took up
so much time that the lateness of the
hour made adjournment necessary be-
fore the subject was reached.

Except that the tentative draft of a
platform contains planks eulogizing
President Wilson and tho acts of the
national administration, and a tenta-
tive plank for prohibition, nothing of
the contents was revealed by tho Dem-
ocrats leaders who were In attend-
ance at tho meeting.

Among them were a considerable
number of those Democrats who havo
been "suggested" by their followers
from time to time as possible .candi-
dates for governor. Some of them
were broached with the inquiry as to
whothor they would become candi-
dates, and without exception they an-
swered in firm disavowals.

Senator J. W. Funk of Cache coun-
ty explained tho dearth of avowed
candidates by remarking with a smile
"mi. mo uomocrats believe in the
office seeking the man." The senator,
by tho way, was one of the possibili-
ties who disclaimed that he was a
candidate. Among others to whom
tho question was put before the group
broke up were Dr. Joseph F. Merrill
and Judge C. C. Richards of Ogden.

No one has come out formally for
the Democratic nomination yet, so
gossip about all of them continues, de-
spite disavowals. Among tho possi-
bilities not yet named aro Judge Sam-
uel W. Stewart, Judge Joshua Green-
wood (who was up from Nephl to at-
tend laBt night's meeting), Major
Richard IV. Young, National Commit-
teeman JameB H. Moyle, J. Will
Knight, A. W. McCuno, Will G-- . Far- -

rell, Mathoniah Thomas, Stephen L.
Richards, A. W. Ivins, and Harden
Bennion of Uintah county.

The meeting of tho executive com-

mittee last night was held at the
Hotel Utah, with a largo attendance.
"We must have backward candidates,"
observed State Chairman S. R. Thur-ma-
